He does not believe in God, 

perhaps it did not worry him that 
he stood by the grave of a man 
who once was as powerful as he 
and who had something more, 
the love and confidence of millions. 
It was not possible to say that 
some inner voice whispered to 
Nikita Khrushchev that here, too, 
for his present power, was his 
final end. That he, too, would one 
day be borne to a last resting 
place.

Checks on 
Solar Rays 


Seeks Safe Path 
For Space Men 


By FRANK CAREY 
WASHINGTON (# — America’s 
100-pound Vanguard III whizzed 
about the earth Friday on a mis- 
sion that might help plot a safe 
path for future space voyagers. 


The satellite, shaped like a big 
ice cream cone, was launched 
Friday morning from Cape Canav- 
eral, Fla., and promptly began 
sending back loud and clear radio 
signals packed with information. 


With luck it might get some 
extra information from a total 
eclipse of the sun on Oct. 2. 


3RD IN 11 TRIES 


The launching marked a cheer- 
ful end for the ill-starred series of 
Vanguard rockets, most of which 
flopped. 


Whizzing through space up to 
18,567 miles an hour, at altitudes 
ranging from 319 to 2,329 miles 
above the earth, the new satellite 
was only’ the third put up in 11 
tries by Vanguard scientists. 


But it brought to eight the num- 
ber of American satellites now 
orbiting the earth, not to mention 
the Pioneer IV space probe which 
is wheeling, perhaps eternally, 
around the sun, 


SEEKS MAGNETIC DATA 


Vanguard III was sent: aloft at 
12:20 a.m. Two hours and 50 min- 
utes later, the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration an- 
nounced the satellite was in orbit.

Nikita’s Bombshell 
Has Mighty Blast! 


Soviet Premier Khrushchev before 
the United Nations yesterday unleashed 
his greatest “‘peace” offensive to date. 
In proposing complete and total disarma- 
ment over a period of four years or more, 
he struck a note which will find a ready 
response in the hearts of men and women 
everywhere. 

This ideal of total disarmament in 
which no nation would possess the means 
of making war or of engaging in aggres- 
sion by force will strike world opinion 
with a powerful impact. It will find an 
even more eager acceptance in a century 
in which millions have died on battle- 
fields and in an era in which destruc- 
tion of the human race has become the 
awful alternative to peace. 


Under such conditions, it would be 
a mistake to dismiss the Khrushchev pro- 
posals as mere propaganda. Every pos- 
sible approach to determine his sincerity 
should be explored. 

If there is great skepticism, this is 
understandable. For 12 years the United 
States and the Western Allies have tried 
to initiate preliminary steps to disarma- 
ment and for control of nuclear weapons. 
For 12 years the Soviet Union has used 
the disarmament question for propaganda 
purposes. 

The Soviets have evaded and dodged 
the two conditions which are paramount: 
Effective control of disarmament steps 
to prevent cheating and settlement of the 
political issues which have brought on 
the tensions that caused the arms race. 

Soviet responsibility for the deadlock 
fs on the record. The Baruch plan for 
control of atomic energy, approved by 
the U.N. General Assembly, was vetoed 
by the Russians. Our disarmament after 
World War II was greeted with the Ko- 
rean War. Their proposals for banning 
atomic weapons and cutting down on 
armed manpower provided no effective 
controls. ‘They rejected the “open sky” 
plan and all other proposals except on 
Soviet terms. 

And even now, Khrushchev’s first 
concrete proposals are more of the same: 
Withdrawal of American troops from Eu- 
rope and dismantling of all foreign bases, 
creation of an atom-free zone in Central 
Europe, etc. 

So the proof of sincerity of Khru- 
shchev’s proposals is for the future. 
Deeds will show whether the ideal he 
brandishes before the world is more de- 
ceptive propaganda or whether we will 
move toward a war of total annihila- 
tion. It’s up to Khrushchev and the 
Russians.

This Sales Tax Case 
Deserves More Study 


In view of the many uncertainties 
still existing in connection with the sales 
tax case involving the Cordell-Green 
Motor Co. of Dublin, Gov. Vandiver’s ac- 
tion in asking a reconsideration by the 
state board of compromise of its settle- 
ment of the case will be heartily ap- 
proved. 

The public was a little confused by 
the board’s decision to drop all but a few 
hundred dollars of the state’s $54,000 
claim which grew out of cases against 
sales tax officials W. W. Coleman and 
J. W. Ray. Coleman was convicted of 
embezzlement and was sentenced to 
serve six to seven years in prison. 


The governor’s action is entirely 
proper. He questions the board’s jurisdic- 
tion in ruling on a question of fact. If 
that be true, Revenue Commissioner Ox- 
ford would find it difficult to recover 
the funds from bonding companies cov- 
ering the officials involved. While no 
legal action has been taken against the 
automobile firm to date, the case still is 
under consideration. 


While the motives of the revenue com- 
missioner and the board are not ques- 
tioned, their action in the case is not 
clear. Reconsideration, as the governor 
suggests, is in order. As far as the public 
is concerned, the automobile company’s 
role in the case has, not yet been ex- 
plained satisfactorily.

Another Satellite’s Up 
But Reds Hit the Moon 


Successful launching of a 100-pound 
satellite, powered by the last of the Van- 
guard rockets, into orbit around the 
earth serves notice that we are still in 
the space race. But the Soviet’s planting 
of the hammer and sickle on the moon 
dwarfs any achievements we have made. 

Meanwhile, our top rocket scientist, 
Wernher Von Braun, said in Huntsville, 
Ala., the other day that as the space 
race now stands the United States could 
catch the Soviet Union in two or three 
years—if the Soviets quit work. He point- 
ed out that the Army got only half the 
money it requested for work on the giant 
saturn rocket, the United States’ first 
rocket capable of carrying a pay load to 
the moon comparable to the 850-pound 
Russian instrument container. 

American scientists have announced 
plans for attempting to place a 375-pound 
package into orbit around the moon in 
October. It may or may not be success- 
ful. . 

To be truthful, our best efforts to 
date indicate we have developed en- 
gines for thrust of only about 30 per cent 
of the power which was required for the 
Russian moon shot. 

Von Braun’s statement is sobering. It 
goes without question that the Russians 
are not going to quit working. Unless we 
step up our own efforts, they not only 
will stay ahead but widen the gap.

The man talked to me on the phone at length 
He was one of those 
“haters” and he ran true to form. He hated 
Communists, Negroes, Jews, the Supreme Court, 


to tell me his opinions. 


newspapers. 
no reasons. 
Hate is never reasonable and 
haters never reason. Finally I 
hung up on him but with pity 
for him in my heart. A person 
filled with hate is an unhappy, 
defeated, frustrated person. 


I thought about the American 
laundryman who was doing well 
until a Chinese man put up a laun- 
dry across the street. Because the 
Chinaman did such good work at 
reasonable prices, he got a large 
share of the business. Finally the 
American put up a big sign 
which read, “100 per cent Amer- 
ican. We hate foreigners, Negroes 
and Jews.” Because there were 
some other “hatriots’’ in the com- 
munity, the sign was effective. 

However, the Chinese man de- 
vised a counterattack. He put up 
a bigger sign which read, ‘200 
per cent American. We hate ev- 
erybody.”’ 

Fortunately there are not many 
of those violent “‘hatriots’’ in any 
community.

Of the two it is not hard 
to decide which I would rather 
pattern my life after. 


Mr. K. Should Back 
Words With Deeds 


WASHINGTON — The value of Premier 
Khrushchev's visit and his talks with President 
Eisenhower should not be judged hastily. What 


is needed right now, it seems to me, is to be sure: That we do not 
confuse nice words with needed acts. That we do not falsely expect 
important decisions to be taken soon by either side. 


Khrushchev has fairly said that 
his first days in the United States 
have, to him, seemed a ‘“‘good be- 
ginning.” What is more important 
is how they end and how the 
President’s return visit goes and 
whether these beginnings provide 
a basis for a four-power summit 
conference that would be produc- 
tive. 

From listening to every public 
statement Khrushchev has made 
since his arrival and from watch- 
ing his versatile performance at 
the National Press Club, it is evi- 
dent that he wants to present him- 
self to Americans — and to all 
others — as a “‘man of peace,” a 
man of peaceful words, peaceful 
purposes, peaceful acts, the lead- 
er of a nation which everyone can 
trust as having no wish to “‘inter- 
fere in the internal affairs’’ of 
other countries. 


Premier Khrushchev §earnest- 
ly avows that he wants to end the 
cold war. My impression of his 
Press Club talk is that the way 
he would like to end it would be 
to forget all the past, especially 
the unhappy past, and start all 
over in confidence that everybody 
is trustworthy and that agree- 
ments can be accepted on face 
value. 

Perhaps Khrushchev has a 
change of heart and a change of 
policy, although it was Khru- 
shchev who personally directed 
the Hungarian repression. When 
he was asked about Hungary, he

made it clear that he considered 
it provocative. 

What I am trving to say is that 
Americans are not being provoca- 
tive when they raise matters 
like Hungary. Americans are sim- 
ply being honest and candid be- 
cause if it weren't for the Hun- 
garys, there would be no cold war. 

It is not a meaningful statement 
of the problem to just say, “Let's 
ease tensions, let’s have no cold 
war.”’ The real problem is how to 
end the cold war and at the same 
time insure against future Hun- 
garys or another Laos. 

This means that the cold war 
can be reduced only bit by bit, 
that agreements must be visi- 
bly enforceable. 

It suggests that the most prac- 
ticable, immediate area of reduc- 
ing tensions is West Berlin. On 
this point Khrushchev seemed to 
me to have advanced a position 
which offers a basis of negotia- 
tion. He emphasized more strong- 
ly than ever before that the Soviet 
Union ‘‘makes no claim to incor- 
porating’’ ‘West Berlin into the 
East Zone Communist regime and 
agrees that “‘the independent exist- 
ence of West Berlin be guaranteed 
by the most reliable guarantees 
known in international relations.” 

There is no doubt that Soviet- 
American relations are at a new 
turning but the end of the road 
is not in sight — and won't be 
for some time.

Fulton’s Oldest Church 
To Mark 144th Year

There are weathered grave markers at Mt. Zion 
Methodist Church which bear the names of those who 
died in 1815. And there are still older markers whose 
inscriptions have been erased by time. 


The church is uncertain of its actual age. But it has a deed 
for a hitching ground dated 1816—143 years ago. 


This is the anniversary which will be celebrated tomorrow 
with Homecoming services expected to draw crowds of 2,000 or 
more. Hoke Sewell, editor of the Wesleyan Christian Advocate, 
will preach at the 8:45 a.m. service. Dr. H. Parks Tucker, 
chaplain of the Federal Prison, will fill the pulpit at 11 a.m. 
and Mrs. Arthur J. Moore will speak at 8 p.m. 


MOTHER OF METHODISM 


The oldest church in Fulton County, Mt. Zion is called the 
Mother of Methodism here. The simple sanctuary which once 
seated a congregation of slave owners and slaves and which 
was used as a hospital by Sherman’s army, was torn down 
about 50 years ago. Its hand-hewn timbers and wooden pegs 
were distributed among Mt. Zion members. 


Today a million-dollar church plant is rising on Mt. Zion's 
14-acre Stewart avenue property. The new facilities will include 
a sanctuary, an educational building, an administration building 
and a chapel, says the church pastor, the Rev. J. Herman 
Allison.

JEFFERSON’S WORDS 


In her essay, Deede recalled the words of 
Thomas Jefferson that ‘‘the basis of our govern- 
ment being the opinion of the people, the very 
first object should be to keep that right.

The American press is the sounding 
board of all our efforts, mistakes and successes. 
This guardian of our heredity is the necessary 
ingredient in the advancement of the search for 
peace which freedom brings.” 


UNIVERSAL PURPOSE 

Marjorie observed that the ‘“‘American way 
of life must be built on truth, and the newspa- 
per’s universal purpose is to print the truth. In 
this world of chaos . . . newspapers know there 
is no room for misrepresentation. If America is 
to survive, her citizens must be informed about 
the true state of American affairs. The only help- 
ful citizen is an informed citizen.’ 


Jack called the newspaper ‘‘the Indicator on 
the compass of civilization, pointing the way 
from incomprehension to the truths of under- 
standing . . . To understand the problems of our 
fellow man is the great step toward peace. That 
is how we can build — forward, upward — to 
pinnacles in the sky.

With guidance 
from God, our free press will continue to roll— 
constructing foundations in knowledge: and un- 
derstanding enabling man to raise himself 
further from the animals and nearer to the 
angels.”

In America we have as many facets of life as 
we have individuals. But beneath each of these 
aspects is a genuine desire for the truths and 
freedoms upon which our nation was founded. 


At least one of the 55,000,000 newspapers dis- 
tributed daily or one of the countless smaller pa- 
pers enters almost every home in America. These 
papers have a tremendous influence on the 
thoughts and actions of the people whom they 
reach. 


A way of life is an elusive thing and can 
easily slip out of reach through small, seeming- 
ly unrelated, events — a tired or busy housewife 
decides not to go vote — a man says, “Politics 
is full of crooks and I want no part of it” — 
teen-ager delinquency, bombings by persons filled 
with hate or prejudice. Miscarriages of justice 
occur, and innocent people suffer. Corruption and 
graft are found in our governments — state and 
national, and it sometimes seems that our way 
of life is in danger of crumbling from inner de- 
cay. 

Our vigilant newspapers inform us daily of 
these things. 


ABLE, CONSCIENTIOUS 


Most newspaper workers are among our most 
able and conscientious citizens. They know we 
are a complacent people who follow along in rou- 
tine and ruts. Frequently, they write with the 
purpose of making us take notice of important 
events, making us think, and even making us do 
things we otherwise would not have considered. 
They do this through news coverage, strong edi- 
torials, and feature writings — all of which probe 
and push our consciences. 


Truly, the best means of preserving our 
American way of life is through our newspapers, 
for they are ever watchful to prevent others or 
ourselves from destroying the things which make 
our way of life. We have had our freedoms so 
long that we take them for granted and do not 
always evaluate them as bearing the price of 
happiness. 


Dangers to our way of life are not confined 
to inner decay but include also enemies from 
outside our national boundaries. 


Were it not for the newspaper services, very 
few people would know of events which take 
place in other parts of the world. Newspapers 
have been the fruitful means of gathering and 
distributing news to and from the uttermost parts 
of the earth, acting as crusaders within and dis- 
seminators of our own culture. 


CHANGES RECORDED 


A mad corporal in Germany begins to take 
for himself dictatorial powers. Our newspapers 
inform us. Other dictators strut and parade in 
showing their power. In yet another country a 
revolution brews through the discontent of a 
people long oppressed and shackled to the whims 
of a tyrant.
